joiui assets to latlify tbe claim, he thai] 



of the members composing the Company, 
instead of,uat present, being allowed to 
select particular members, and hy scire 
fttxtu levy upon their entire property, 
for he tt reported to have aaid, 
that " if the Bank of Australasia tbould 
unfortunately prove iheir debt, he could 
wish for nothiog bellei, than they thould 
have their remedy left to them under the 
existing law," a remedy which air Win- 
ners* very well knew null considerably 
melt the subject matter among the law- 
yer! iu the process of getting it from the 
debtors to the creditors. We therefore be- 
lieve wi Lb bin, that if the Bank of Austral- 
asia ihell ultimately prove its debt, "il 
will ultimately realise it quicker under 
thii Act than under tbe existing Law." At 
for the objection to the Act u being re- 
trospective, we shall say nothing to it. 
Every Act whicb dealt with similar in- 
ures!* is, and moat be, retrospective. Tbe 
men who had judgments againit insolvent 
debtors, previuaily to the passing of Hr, 
Justice Burton's Act, might with much 
more reason have complained that they 
were not secured a priority over the in- 
solvent eatalet; yet nu one wai then 
hardy enough to contend that it ihould 
not affect those emti.g righti of judg- 
ment! secured.
